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Foreword 


A decade o^o, in the first confused months of World War //, a few 
young men and women, engaged in various occupations in the City of 
Belfast, conceived the idea of devoting their leisure hours to the 
accumulation of funds for the Mater Infirmorum Hospital, a voluntary 
institution with a tradition as honourable as its funds were inadequate. 

An inaugural meeting was called and the assembled few decided that 
hereafter they should be known as the Young Philanthropists, 

A Constitution, drawn up on the spot, expressed ideals so lofty that 
only the least sophisticated members of that little gathering could have 
hoped for their practical application in a world so full of self-interest^ 
A few months, or at the most, a year would see a weakening of purpose 
and the eventual scrapping of this naive document. Didn't it contain such 
noble but unpractical resolutions as **,,, , and 100% of the profits of 
each and every function shall be passed intact to the administrators of the 
Hospital " ? Or again *\ ,,, no member shall derive personal profit or 
advantage of any kind from his or her work for the Mater Hospital,'* 
Fine words, no doubt, but not likely to survive long the cold douche of 
reality ! It had all been tried before and there was not a single example 
of any similar organisation having lasted for more than a few months- 
Where so many had failed, could this attempt succeed ? 

That it did succeed, and succeed gloriously, is now a matter of 
history. In the ten years that have passed since then the name “ Young 
Philanthropists" has become a synonym for efficient organisation. 

The Committee, whose origin has been so briefly outlined above take 
the opportunity here presented to record their recognition of the fact that 
but for the continued support accorded their productions by the generous 
Ulster public their efforts would have been in vain.
